NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—A new aéro- 
planist has come to town, bringing 
with him the story that he has de- 
signed and built the machine that can 
fiy without the aid of a motor. 

He is Alexander V. Wilson of Ban- 
gor, Me., and so confident is he of 4uc- 
cess that he is prepared to put In a bid 
to the government for a naval aétro- 
plane as soon as the official specifica- 
tions are issued. 

Mr. Wilsan has built several ma- 
chines within the last dozen years. He 
haa also flown with them, most of his 
experiments having been on the ice in 
winter, over Eagle Lake, near Bar 
Harbor, and in summer along the 
shore. 

Mr. Wilson's latest Aéroplane was 
built a few months ago and in one of 
his recent flights he says he covered 
seven miles and on another occasion 
rove to a height of 700 feet without the 
motor. 
course,” sald Mr. Wiisen. “I can 
only rise in the air and remain there 
without a motor provided there is suf- 
ficient wind. Therefore, it is best to 
have a small motor to fise when the 
atmosphere is still, but with any kind 
of wind, the motor may be shut off, 
and I can fly as easily against the

NEW YORK, Oct, 17.--A new aéro- 
planist has come to town, bringing 
with him the story that he has de- 
signed and built the machine that can 
fiy without the aid of a motor. 

He is Alexander V. Wilson of Ban- 
gor, Me., and so confident i4 he of 4tc- 
cess that he is prepared to put in a bid 
to the government for a naval atro- 
plane as soon as the official specifica- 
tions are issued. 

Mr. Wilsan has built several ma- 
chines within the last dozen years. He 
haa also flown with them, most of his 
experiments having been on the ice in 
winter, over Eagle Lake, near Bar 
Harbor, and in summer along the 


shore. 

Mr. Wilson's latest aé#roplane was 
bullt a few months ago and in one of 
his recent flights he says he covered 
seven miles and on another occasion 
rore to a height of 700 feet without the 
ai” of a motor, 

‘Of course,” sald Mr. Wiilsen, “I can 
only rise in the air and remain there 
without a motor prov there is suf- 
ficient wind. Therefore, it is best to 
have a small motor to tise when the 
atmosphere is still, but with any kind 
of wind, the motor may be shut off, 
and I can fly as easily against the 
wind without it as I can with it, and 
control my machine perfectly.” 

One of the chief features of the W!)!- 
son aét@roplane is movable fulcrum, 
which is under the control of the oper- 
ator, and enables him to tilt the mov- 
ing wings to any desired angle during 
his fight. There are four of these 
wings, two at either end, the total 
pa of the machine being thirty-six 
eet. 


The machine was shipped early this 
week from Bar Harbor to this city and 
a public test of its abilities will be 
given at the Morris Park race track on 
election day, in connection with the 
aéronautic exhibition and contest to be 
held on that day by the Aé@ronautic 
Society.

AND BAD ROADS. 
. tes from twenty-six countries, repre- 


r seating, altogether, more than 2600 clubs and so- 


— interested in road making and road mending, 
recently in Paris, to begin consideration of the 
best methods of road making and dust prevention. 
The only country left out was Italy, for the 
curious reason that the Italian delegates grew an- 
gry when informed that the official languages of the 
congress would be English, French and German, 
and that Italians could not be admitted. The dele- 
gates probably did not wish to have an imitation of 
the Tower of Babel. 

A dispatch. said that some surprise had been ex- 
pressed that there were so few delegates from the 
Western States of America. If the congress had 
visited the Western States of America it might 
have been still more surprised at the condition of 
the roads it would find there. Speaking before 
the State Farm Institute in Sacramento, the secre- 
tary of the California County Roads Association 
recently declared that the roads, not only of Cali- 
fornia, but of the whole country, are two genera- 
tions behind those of Europe in development. This 
may readily be,believed by any one who has trav- 
cled over the fine roads that are universal through- 
out the greater part of the continent of Europe. 

Los Angeles county has done itself proud oy 
making a beginning in the way of systematic road 
building. That is to say, we have voted money, al- 
though the actual beginning of the work seems to 
be hanging fire. It is to be regretted that some of 
the counties, such as Santa Barbara, have turned 
down the proposition to follow the example of Los 
Angeles. There is no State in the Union that is 
more vitally interested in the subject of good roads 
than is California. First, on account of the great 
variety and value of our horticultural products, 
and second, because of the large number of 
wealthy tourists that come to the State every win- 
ter, many, of them bringing their automobiles with 


them. 

The project has been suggested of building 4 
model highway from Chicago to the Pacific Coast, 
with comfortable inns located at an easy day's auto- 
mobiling journey apart. This would certainly be 
a fine object lesson in the art of road building, and 
the project should not be so difficult of achievement, 
if the cost were divided among the property owners, 
the counties, the States, and the Federal govern- 
ment. 

However, we have been talking about good roads 
leng enough. Let us now go to work and build 
them. 


AFT AND THE PACIFIC. 

For the last ten years the policy of the Untted 
States in regard to its position and prospects asa Pa- 
cific power has been marked by a degree of vigor 
and directness comparable only with its attitude 
toward all questions involving the application or the 
interpretation of the Monroe doctrine. And rightly 
so; because among the great powers whose 
territories border on the Pacific Ocean, the United 
States is most intimately concerned in the future 
of that vast area, around which are grouped nearly 
a thousand millions of people—more than half the 
entire population of the globe. 

It was that great American statesman, William 
H. Seward, who said in the United States Senate 
in 1852: “Henceforth, European commerce, Euro- 
politics, European thought and European ac- 
tivity, although actually gaining force, and Euro- 
pean connections, although actually becoming more 
intimate, will, nevertheless, relatively sink in im- 
portance; while the Pacific Ocean, its shores, its is!- 


| ands, and the vast region beyond will become the 


chief theater of events in the world’s great here- 
after.” Our purchase of Alaska, the work of Sew- 
ard, was dictated by a desire to grasp the oppor- 
tunity to become the foremost of Pacific powers; our 
acquisition of Hawaii, which a Democratic Presi- 
dent tried to prevent, but which a Republican Pres- 
ident assured, was necessary to exclude foreign con- 
trol from a commanding position in mid-Pacific ; the 
absorption of the Philippines was necessary in our 
need of an emporium of trade and a place of arms 
to be ready should other powers be moved to dis- 
pute our right to enjoy equality of commercial op- 
portunity in the great markets of Eastern Asia. 

We have made the construction of a canal across 
the Isthmus of Parama a national enterprise, pri- 
marily because it is needed to enable all sections of 
our country, and the Pacific States most of ail, 
to have the full benefit of the present and future 
profit of the commerce of the world. If the exten- 
sion of our influence has been anywhere pursued 
in obedience ‘to the call of “manifest destiny,” it 
has been on and around the Pacific Ocean. 

With the force of these considerations no 
public man has been so strongly impressed as has 
William Howard Taft, and not one has had so — 

e 
has learned by observation on the spot what are the 
enormous possibilities of commerce offered by a new 
and progressive China;.he has been able to measure 
at close range the expanding capacity (already 
nearly $40,000,000 a year) of the Japanese market 
for American products and manufactures. Per- 
sonal intercourse with the men who direct the policy 
of both China and Japan has given Mr. Taft an in- 
sight into the influences which are shaping the des- 
tiny of the peoples of the Far East, such as few, 
if any, of his contemporaries possess. As a result 
of the frequent calls made upon him to fill the role 
of international reconciler, he has appeared as a 
kind of semi-official envoy both in Japan and China 
at a time when an authoritative statement of the

“ALIPPING INTO THE LINE.” 

Woman has many angelic qualities and 
great deserts.. But in spite of her clamor for 
“equal political rights,” the indications are that she 
would not be satisfied with its equality. A notable 
woman says that the majority of the sex assume 
the right to “fudge” for what they want in a con- 
test, matter what the value of the stakes may 
be. The story recently told by the two women 
school teachers of their method of getting a slice 
of the “Rosebud” land is a case in point.

“We arrived after the office had opened; but we 
quietly slipped through the edge of the crowd, el- 
bowing our way where necessary, and in a few 
minutes we slipped into the line and finished our 
business.” 

The formation of a “line” is the accepted method 
of determining the relative place of each applicant 
when too many are present to be served at once. It 
ic familiar in railroad stations, theaters and post- 
offices. It is the tacit agreement that each will take 
his turn. Where the stakes are important, as in a 
land allotment, those who want a share are on the 
grounds sometimes for many days before the regis- 
tration. They do this for the sole purpose of get- 
ting a choice and, if possible, the choice that will 
belong to those at/or near the head of the line. The 
right of each applicant to the place he has secured 
is respected by nearly all men, and by some women. 

A visit to any of our city postoffices during the 
Sunday morning delivery hour will usually show an 
example or two of “slipping into the line.” Some 
woman comes rustling along after those who are 
just as anxious as she to get their mail, have fallen 
into line. She starts toward the delivery window 
as if on some special business, and watching her 
opportunity, “slips into the line,” conveniently near 
the head. 

The man who attempted to do this would know 
that he risked being taught a lesson in the rights 
of others. The woman who does it presumes on 
the courtesy due not her but her sex.

He possesres a variety of shoes, 
a conventional line of headgear, gloves 
sticks and ties. From time to time he 
adds a fancy vest, a pair of shoes, a 
wig, runs a wee change tn the set of 
his coat, the line of his cuffs, the way 
the ornamental buttons go upon his 
clothing, the manner in which he turns 
down his hat. One week he wears his 
hat sloped ba¢kward, a ta Anglaise, 
and the next he dons it smashed in 
and thumped down frontward, a ia 
Americaine, and lo!—he has to all in- 
tents and purposes changed his whole 
attire.

For the poor classes 
tixnit primal duty wae to develop re- 
epectable clerks for future employers 
or drudges for exacting masters or 
tiisiresses. Now, after many months 
o,f meditation on the way the public 
schools were fulfilling their obligation 
m the present and in the realm of the 
futere, I belleve that book learning 
in bet one part of the duty entailed in 
their responsibility. The achools 
should frst develop the best that is in 
a bey or girl, should awaken the 
nebiest instincts of their nature, the 
instinct of the fireside, the instinct 
om toutual aid. That the occupations or 
pastimes of life should have no motive 
is one of the wonderful things which 
we cannot dwell on too much. 

“The school which arouses interest 
in life, in what life really means to 
poor as to rich is doing the finest 
work, and, according to my philosophy, 
Women, the natural teachers of the 
young, are the best calculated to arouse 
this needful interest.

and has so great a lead that «that 
country can no longer be considered a 
rival in this industry. In fact. we now 
produce more coal than ail the rest 
of the world combined, except Great 
Rritain, and more than twice as much 
as does Germany. 

The world’s-coal producticn tn 1907 
was 1,209,184.108 short tons, and the 
chief contributors were:

A Pittsburgh company has begun the 
manufacture of a composite metal 
which is none other than the welding 
of copper or brass in any thickness to 
steel. The welding process has been 
under development by the company for 
many months and it has been so suc- 
coautul that orders are already being 
received for sized quantities of 
the new metal.

Making Iron Grow. 

A Philadelphia scientist, Alexander 
E. Onterbridge, Jr.. has been conduct- 
ing a peculiar plant for a year or more, 
thereby developing a distinctly new 
quality in iron castings. It had long 
been observed that iron castings, such 
as grate bars, and the like, when sub- 
jected to great heat for a long 
of time, warped, twisted and eventu- 
ally cracked, but ths true causes there- 
of had never been scientifically investi- 
gated, and various theortes, such as 
“oxidation” of the metal, “burning” 


sorption of sulphur” from fuel, etc., 
were commonly advanced to accoun 
for the facts. His experiments have 
demonstrated that cast iron when 
heated and cooled swells so that a bar 
of it becomes not only longer but 
thicker, and that this increase in sise 
may continue with subsequent heatings 
and coolings until the volume of the 
bar is 40 per cent. larger than it was 
originally. Miscroscopic examination 
shows that the texture of the swelled 
bar has become coarser grained. This 
discovery, which was made about 
three years ago, is now put to practi- 
cal use in various ways. For instance, 
a gas engine piston that had worn 
small was caused to “grow” by this 
method until it again fitted its cylin- 

. Again, several tons of steam 
radiators that had been condemned as 
too short were successfully treated 
until t could be used as at first in- 
tended. It is probable that the 
“growth” of cast iron under these con- 
ditions is susceptible of further appli- 
cations and that it will come into 
general use as soon as foundrymen 
know of it more generally.

What an empire 
over the passions! Where is the man, where is the 
sage, who knows how to act, to suffer and to die without 
weakness and without display?

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Cullinan, and it has handled the best of the uncut 
stones discovered in Africa during the past fifteen years. 

I am told here that the great diamuna nas already 
been split and that one of the pieces, which will be cut 
and polished, weighs 1000 carats. This will be made 
into a pear-shaped brilliant and it will be by far the 
largest diamond of the world. 

It will take more than a year to cut and polish the 
stone, and it is not yet known just how many diamonds 
will be made from it. The diamond is kept at night in 
a special safe in the vaults of the factory, and is guarded 
by the Dutch police. The vaults have walls of cement 
and iron three-fourths of a yard thick and the door is 
an eight-inch plate of steel with nine concealed locks. 
The diamond is taken from the safe every morning by 
the head of the firm. He is armed with a revolver and 
accompanied by ten members of his staff. who leave him 
while he secretly unlocks the door. The stone is then 
earried to the workroom, which was especially built for 
the purpose and is given over to a specialist, Henri Koe, 
who does the cutting and polishing. He is locked in the 
room with the diamond and is not allowed to go out, 
even for his meals. The polishing is being done on a 
plate of sixteen inches in diameter, which is four inches 
wider than that used for ordinary stones. The plate 
runs at a rate of 2400 revolutions per minute, and the 
polishing is performed by a paste of crushed diamonds 
and oil.

When a rancher says that he has about 40,000 trays 
to turn, and that he expects to put in twenty men and 


_ cluster-laden trays for the first time, are amazed, 
“what!” says the tourist, “d’ye mean to tell me that 
twenty mer will turn over all those bunches of grapes 
in less than ten years? It’s impossible, man!” 

And so it would be if “all those bunches of grapes” 
were to be turned over individually—one bunch at a 
time; but, with the simple process described, the turn- 
ing of the thousands of trays of raisins which are being 
cured is accomplished with the help of a few hundred 
men, and in a very short time. 

An amusing story goes the rounds in El Cajon Valley 
of a “tenderfoot’—ah! that name! how an old settler 
does love to “rub it in”"—who was putting in his first 
season as a vineyardist. Brown, his name was, | think 
—or was it Smith?—I've forgotten—any way, he had a 
very high estimation of his own ability as a raisin- 
maker. He had read all the “Hoyles” on the subject, 
and had taken numerous California agricultural journals 
when he lived back in Peoria, where he ran a hardware 
store.

A little fdrther along { came upon my little sand- 
pipers busily feeding near a little pool, one of the many 
that makes this place acceptable to the feathered folk. 
The birds were so busy that they paid no attention to 
me and I watched them at my leisure. As I watched, a 
large bird, one unknown to me, peeped slyly out of the 
reeds. Motionless he stood eyeing me; and as motion- 
less I eyed him. He was modest in coloring and un- 
mistakably a rail, though not of the clapper variety. 
Soon another of these birds came out and walked about, 
paying no attention to me. He was a dapper little fel- 
low having a green-yellow bill and legs; black forehead 
and patch which extended in front of, perhaps through, 
the eyes; light cheeks, a lark mottled back; flanks that 
were beautifully streaked in black-and-white, and tall 
with some white in it. This beautifully-plumaged bird 
chased the other one, which I judged to be an immature 
male, with an angry squeal. It was his foraging ground, 
and he would brook no interference from a youngster. 
Later I found these birds to be Sora rails. 


While I watched them, I heard a familiar wren-like 
call in the reeds behind the rails, and there, clinging to 
one of them, was a bird that was probably a yellow- 
throat. It did not have the black mask of the adult 
male, but it had more yellow than the female, and was 
probably a young male. These birds like wet places 
and the reeds he was among were much like the ones 
to which I had found a yellow-throat’s nest attached 
last summer. I had never seen one of these birds about 
in this place before, but see no reason why they should 
not make this their home. 


The road I was traveling led to the Santa Ana River, 
and having reached that, I sat down on the bridge to 
rest and watch. Before me was the mesa with its steep 
banks rising abruptly above the river. The road leads 
over the mesa and inland. and I doubt not that had.I 
followed it far enough | should have found many more 
long-legged birds. The black-necked stilt have been 
reported from over that way, but I did not feel equal to 
the walk. Behind me lay the homes of Newport and 
Balboa, the pavilion standing out clearly against the 
sky. Between me and the buildings lay the bay, the 
marsh, and to one side the river. It was a pretty pic- 
ture, a picture that the sun was soon to break upon. 


As I sat on the outlook, many birds flew over, but none 
came very near me. One long-legged bird I heard high 
above me some time before I found him. “Kilideer,” 
he called distinctly and deliberately, much plainer than 
the small plover who bears that name, but just what he 
was I know not. Curlews, those large birds that have 
the long curved bills for probing im the earth, flew over, 
but tarried not. A flock of ducks were hurrying south 
and a larger flock of some larger birds also flew over. A 
shrike sat on a wire near by and shrieked in his usual 
uncanny way; Brewer blackbirds were in abundance; 
and the song of a meadowlark came from the mesa. It 
sounded good, but out of place in this locality. Then, 
too, the song sounded immature, as if the bird might be 
practicing. Among all these feathered folk I missed the 
graceful Least terns that a month before were flying 
over the sandy strip of land only a short distance be- 
yond me. This land, which originally was marsh, has 
been filled in with sand, and here these terns lay their 
eges and raise their young.

The trip back home was uneventful. It was also 
warm, the sun having come out.

DBFENSE AGAINST AIRSHIPS. 


Tue ADMIRALTY ALREADY MAKING 
CAREFUL PREPARATIONS. 


[Cassell’s Saturday Journal:] In any naval war that 
may break out even in the near future between Western 
European powers, it is so certain that the dirigible bal- 
loon wil be put to a practical use, that theories of at- 
tack and defense against airships, and tables for the use 
of combatants, are actually being prepared. 


The. problem of the protection of vital parts of a ship

exposed to attack from above is very complex. In the “a 
first place explosives from airships will be shells that ai 
explode on contact with any object, so that merely to ry!

provide a ship with sloping shields to divert the mis- 
siles into the sea will be insufficient. Designs have, 
however, been drawn up for attaching torpedo nets 
overhead, and experiments are to be made in protect- 
ing vulnerable points from attack from above by plates, 


In the ships now thilding, the matter has been con- 
sidered, and the writer has seen the designs of some 
new battleships in which provision is made to readjust 
the armament and armor at short notice. This would 
have to be done in dock, for it would be necessary to re- 
duce the heavier armament and provide high-angle fire 
gun carriages and protect parts of the deck. 

German artillerists have laid down the general law 
that against airships and balloons shrapnel is the most 
effective. Shrapnel is a shell that explodes at a regu- 
lated distance and then spreads fanwise, its crowd of 
small bullets carrying destruction over a large area. 


For the use of German artillerists, military and na- 
val, a range finder for aérial assailants has been devised, 
although at present the various arms are not provided 
with it. 

To artillerists, the problems involved in the range and 
accuracy attainable in dealing with objects in the air 
are mere matters of arithmetic, and there can be no 
doubt at all that in the very near future the British 
navy will be familiar with the practice of these theo- 
ries. As long ago as 1870, by the way, Krupp invented 
a balloon cannon for use against airships. 


On the question of attack from airships we can turn 
to the German army manuals for instruction. 


Shells exploding at contact or containing poisonous 
fumes will, according to Maj. Hermann Moedebeck, of 
the German balloon division, be the missiles generally 
used. The question of discharging them accurately 
has been solved, but in a manner that does not even 
yet enter the drill books. It is, indeed, the discovery 
of a Frenchman. According to the drill books, the air- 
ship artillerist will have to consider the height of his 
vessel and its speed. For certain special projectiles the 
rate of falling has been estimated and tabulated. How 
important this is will be appreciated by any one who 
has attempted to let a stone fall from a cliff of eighty 
or 100 feet onto a given object. This is a task that 
requires great skill even on a perfectly still day. How 
much more so, then, when you are 2000 feet up, and in 
a moving vessel, trying to hit a moving object! 

But there has been no practical test of this form of 
warfare, and it is certain that many of the projectiles 
sent down woukd fall wide of the mark were it not that 
new light has been thrown on the subject, and the air- 
ship rendered far more efficient as a war vessel by a 
Frenchman's very simple discovery. 


This can be described in a few words. The airship 
will carry one or more long, strong wires wound on 
reels. The wires will be anything up to 3000 feet in 
length. When it is desired to attack a ship, a torpedo 
or bomb is lowered by the wire to within a few feet of 
the object of attack, and when the explosive is directly 
over the mark it will be released by electricity operated 
by the artillerist on the airship half a mile overhead. 
This operator presses the button at the precise moment 
when looking down he can see the explosive in a direct 
line between him and the mark. To insure success the 
artillerist will be the officer who is steering the airship. 


Maj. Moedebeck. in summing up the question of air- 
ship conflicts, adds that in the case of airship against 
airship attempts will be made to cut at each other with 
suitable apparatus, a somewhat appalling development 
of the ramming that used to be a part of naval warfare. 
But according to this authority, so far from increasing 
the horrors of war, the airship will tend to lessen them. 
The result of the use of airships in war, he says, will! 
be that much of the effect of artillery fire will be more 


accurately directed toward the destruction of the ene- 


my’s artillery and other machinery of defense rather 
than at human lives, and there will be less accidental 
destruction. There will be much greater accuracy and 
economy in the use of destructive agents.

SOME SUPERSTITIONS AND TRADI- 
TIONS OF THE SNAKE.

ROM the beginning of time when he first made his 
bow to the public in the Garden of Eden, the ser- 
pent has ever played a spectacular role in that 
curious vaudeville of the imagination that we call popu- 
lar superstition. | 

By no means, however, has he always taken the 
wicked fairy part—on occasion even the devil a saint 
may be—and some of the most interesting folklore pre- 
sents him as a benevolent being. 

Particularly true is this of the “house snakes,” guard- 
ians of home and fireside. These the old Teutons be- 
lieved had a special affection for donaly little childrea— 
were quite chummy wiih the youngsters, in fact, going 
so far as to drink milk with them, while in some myste- 
rious way the life of child and reptile were so bound up 
together that if the snake was killed the little one would 
pine away. House snakes in ancient Prusela were even 
more revered. For the most part they were coddled in 
cosy comfort under the stoves, but at sacrificial seasons 
were coaxed to crawl up on to a carefully-laid table 
covered with a spandy, Sunday-go-to-meeting cloth and 
beguliled into tasting certain dishes prepared for them, 
such condescension being looked upon as a good omen 
for the future which would be black indeed if the snakes 
turned pouting away. 

Closely connected with this reverence for the snakes 
comes the magic-working snake stones. Very ancient 
are some of these found in India, and to this day the 
inhabitant of the village would not dare to point to one 
of the snakes carried upon the stones, knowing that 


rotting and falling off. Yet a lonely-hearted woman, 
bold in her excess of longing, will draw near and lay 
an offering of flowers before a stone or even touch the 
head of a carved snake with red paint, with the trem- 
bling hope that she may be biessed with children. 

Far afield from Imdia, but akin to these snake stones, 
are certain charm stones of Scotland with rude patterns 
scratched on their surface and each stone plerced with 
two holes. According to tradition these stones were 
made by seven vipers who shaped them with thels 
teeth, while the king of the vipers carried them to their 
destination on his tail. 

Another~marvelous stone connected with folklore of 
serpents is a beautiful and very brilliant one that the 
Cherokee Indians conjured with. This they will tell 
you once adorned the head of a monstrous snake, its 
glitter attracting the red man’s attention to the rep- 
tile. But so well protected by a guard of other snakes 
was this femarkable creature that for a long time it was 
impossible to attack it. Finally, a bold conjurer incas- 
ing himself in leather “impenetrable to a serpent’s bite” 
succeeded in surprising and killing it. The glittering 
stone torn from its head he hid for many years in a 
place unknown save to two women—and the modern 
skeptic claims that even one may not be trusted to keep 
a secret!—but later it came into the possession of the 
tribe. 

But head and shoulders above the common herd of 
serpents, is the snake of the following legend: 

A poor Greek youth, his rags redeemed by the tender 
heart that beat beneath, put a stop to the killing of a 
snake by some cruel gamin of the street. In grati- 
tude, the snake coaxed his father to bestow upon his 
rescuer a certain magic ring, evidently a kind of family 
heirloom, and upon its presentation the old snake thus 
addressed the lad: “If thou art ever in need of any- 
thing lick the seal and a black man will appear. Com- 
mand him to do whatever thou will, and he will perform 
As soon as the lad reached home with the ring he 
began at the lowest rung of the ladder of desire by fill- 
ing the empty shelves of the cupboard—gradually work- 
ing up to the topmost ambition of his heart, the hand 
of a fair princess, her stern papa’s consent won by the 
instantaneous appearance of a castle, followed by paving 
a path with gold from the castle to the King’s palace. 
The Zulus and other primiiive peoples regard snakes 
as ancestral ghosts, the notion arising partly from the 
uncanny nature of the serpent, partly from its fond- 
ness of living near graves and then crawling into houses 
—as though it might be revisiting an old home. 
According to certain tribes in Madagascar, at deaths, 
nobles passed into snakes, middie classes into croco- 
diles, and the lower classes into eels—it must not be 
supposed, however, thaf each noble had a snake to him- 
self; one reptile was considered quite roomy enough to 
hold a number of men, women, and children. 

As for the snake itself, various are the beliefs con- 
cerning its immortality. There is an old Spanish su- 
perstition that the snake feeling death's approach, quietly 
draws himself out of the skin, grows, develops, 
takes on scales, sprouts wings, until] at the final word 
he has become a full-fledged dragon, when by good for- 
tune he discreetly withdraws into the wilderness. In 
Japan, a snake spends a thousand years in the moun- 
tains, another thousand in the water, and then evolves 
into a dragon. Even more remarkable is the following 
old cobra tradition. A thousand years being this 
creature's allotted time, in middle life its body begins 
to shrink until it is only three feet long, one foot, a fin- 
ger’s length, when—skidoo twenty-three'—up it pips 
into the air, dies, tumbles down, evaporates, disappears, 
a serpent stone alone to mark the place. 

An amusing superstition of old Monmouthshire is that 
a snake has four legs, all of which will duly come out 
if after thoroughly killing him you hold his body over 
a hot flame. 

In the Hebrides, an attempt is made to flatter the 
snake into a good humor by speaking of it as “the

According to the belief of some, the carrying of a 
snake coiled warm upon one’s breast is conducive to 
health, while others solemnly claim that the skin of a 
snake will cure consumption. But the most amusing 
item of reptilian therapeutics is to take a cured ser- 
pent’s head, soak it in water, and finally pour the liquid 
down the throat of a cow bitten by some snake in the 
grass. 

The Sanskrit name for a serpent means “having poi- 
son in the eye,’ that is the fatal power to kill at a 
glance. Perhaps from some such notion as this the 
gratifying superstition arose in Morocco that if a magic 
rain fell on April 27 and got into the eyes of snakes 
and scorpions, they would go blind. 

The snakes that take a nip at human flesh and blood 
are not always responsible. For example, the coyote is 
really at the bottom of our American snakes tackling 
a Pawnee Indian. The famous Coyote stories of bold, 
brave deeds must never be told when the Coyote Star is 
visible, for the coyote is a sensitive creature that can- 
not stand being talked about, and if any Indians are so 
lacking in tact as to mention the forbidden subject in 
the summer the Coyote Star will tell the Snake Star to 
send snakes to bite them. 


Few of us associate the wriggling serpent with the 
luscious delight of a watermelon spread, yet, to the 
snake we owe the cultivation of the unique fruit. 

At Cairo, in the romantic long ago when even snakes 
loved their wives, a happy reptilian couple were ruth- 
lessly separated by a kidnaping snake hunter. The dis- 
consolate snake who had lost his mate went at once to 
headquarters. Imagine the consternation produced 
when he made his unexpected appearance before the 
Sultan! Questioned as to his mission, he said nothing— 
his look was enough as he arose and scanned the room. 
Following the advice of his Vizier, the Sultan sent 
for all the snake hunters in the land, bidding them bring 
their snakes with them, and a few minutes later the 
fond pair were in each other's arms—metaphorically 
speaking. 

But the end was not yet. A few days later the grate- 
ful snake reappeared at court bringing a curious, pulpy 
titbit in his mouth, no doubt instructing the monarch 
how to use it in the sign language known to snakes and 
sultans, for the next year a fine crop of watermelons 
surprised the court gardener—and all the little pickanin- 
nies of the neighborhood. 

Perhaps the snake tradition of the greatest practical 
value to the Californian—a hint to the wise—is the story 
of the two subterranean serpents unearthed by the 7- 
year-old infant prodigy Merlin, who later made his 
mark in the Arthurian Legends.

On King Vortigern 
asking the small wizard the cause, Merlin explained 
that below the soil were two deep pools of water; be- 
low the water two immense stones; and below the 
stones two huge serpents, one “white as milk,”’ the other 
“red as fire.’

HEN our little party found that all the master 
paintings in the great churches were to be veiled 
and the celebrated chapels were to be closed 
during Holy Week even beyond the hope of an extrava- 
gant fee, we decided to leave Florence and hasten on to 
Venice for the unique Easter services.

French Marriage Laws. 

Every one who writes on France shows deep concern 
at the falling birth rate and at the fact that the popula- 
tion is actually decreasing. In twenty-five years, they 
tell us, Germany will have double the population of 
France, and in fifty years the nation will have dis- 
appeared—uniess, in the meantime, it be gobbled up by 
its powerful and rapidly-increasing neighbor. 

Above all things, the French people are logical. Hav- 
ing become aware of the danger, they have set to work 
to find a cause. One of those causes is the complexity 
of marriage in France. Persons are deterred from en- 
tering wedlock, especially persons of the poorer class, 
because of its difficulty. Until a year ago the law de- 
manded a formidable array of papers before the young 
man and woman could be joined together in matrimony. 
The consent of the parents had to be obtained in writ 
ing; there were birth certificates and certificates of resi- 
dence, and, in the case of the man, evidence that he hax 
completed his military service. If the parents were 
dead, the affair was even more complex. Papers had io 
prove their death and the death of the grandparent». 
The total number of documents required was nineteen. 

In country parishes in France such documents are 
fairly easy to procure, as the French peasantry have a 
| way of remaining rooted to the soil from generation to 
' generation. But in the towns it is difficult. The papers 
had to be sent for from distant parts: there was delay 
and there was expense. In the case of foreigners there 
was the added formality of translation, sometimes repre- 
senting an expenditure of a hundred or more francs. 
This was a grave impediment in the way of very

CoMING INTO VOGUE. 
t By a Special Contributor. 
HE weary world stands always ready to applaud 
T the invention of a new amusement. When origi- 
nality in that kind is lacking, it is apt to return 
upon the old. In Europe the past year witnessed the 
revival upon an enlarged and improved scale of spec- 
tacles that delighted the citizens of medieval times. The 
pageant came into vogue again. The tide of fashion has 
floated it westward, and it now threatens to tuke 100t 
on this virgin soil. 

In England the pageants of the oWen time were out- 
of-doors shows, rude representations of local history, 
actual or legendary. The townsfolk of the medieval 
city were used to seeing gorgeous church processions in 
the streets, and episodes from Bible history represented 
at holy “tides” on platforms set up in a public square, 
or at some convenient street corner. If they had a 
knight and a dragon in their legend, a Bevis of South- 
ampton or Guy of Warwick, these would be the grand 
features of the citizens’ own pageant. Then there would 


reproduction of the past. But the present age is criti- 
cal and scientific. Henry Irving, it is well known, spent 
thousands in furnishing the stage of the Lyceum with 
a “setting” of scenery and dresses that was in 1cc rd- 
ance with the historical period of the play represenied. 
Antiquities are a favorite study in England with people 
of leisure, and you often meet country rectors and even 
retired colonels entitled to write F.S.A. after their 
names. Of county histories, preserving even the wild- 
est traditions of local origins, there is a plethora. So 
when a city resolved to make a show of its past, it was 
careful to engage the help of some scholar versed in 
antiquarian lore. Indeed the enthusiasm excited by the 
revival was such that poets, artists, and men of letters 
willingly aided to make the affair a success. 


In England's storied past the directors of pageants 
found abundance of material from which to select pic- 
turesque and telling episodes. Especially so at Win- 
chester, Warwick, and St. Albans, towns that still pre- 
serve in abbey and castle lasting meuorials of their 
founders. Sometimes a little dead market town, like 
Bury or Sherborne, thanks to its past, furnished a 
pageant that attracted as many spectators as the Derby 
or Leger. Like the race course the pageant had its

The Harvest of the Sea. 


INTERESTING Facts REGARDING 
ENGLAND'S GREAT FISHERIES. 


From Weekly Telegraph. 
T HE sea fisheries of the United Kingdom are far in 


advance of those of any other country so far as the 
value of the produce is concerned. Unfortunately, 
_ the reports issued by the Board of Agriculture and Fish- 
_ eries do not show the full extent of our fishing indus- 
try, but according to the latest report over 12,000,000 
_ hundred-weight of fish was landed in England and 
| Wales alone in the last recorded year, having a value 
‘of £7,641,000, together with shellfish valued at £324,- 
000. The east coast accounts for over 80 per cent. of 
| the fish landed. 

The number of boats employed in the industry aggre- 
/ gate to nearly 10,000. From these few figures relating 
to England and Wales it will be seen how important the 


British fisheries must be. 


of about 125,000 tons of herrings, and in one week the 
Yarmouth herring fleet landed 56,182,400 herrings. Al- 
though official statistics are published, it is difficult to 
arrive at the real value of our fisheries. To assume 
that herrings are worth three a penny the value of a 
year’s catch for the United Kingdom would approach 
£4,000,000. It is safe to say that 120,000 nets are em- 
ployed in our herring fisheries, giving employment to a 


capital of about £16,000,000. 


| Our herrings are known throughout the world for 
their excellence, and it has been estimated that the 
_number of herrings landed each year in the United 
| Kingdom are equivalent to the flesh of a million and*a 
| quarter bullocks. It is actually the case that thousands 
_ Of peasants upon the Baltic and other coasts depend 
upon our harvest of this fish as their staple food dur- 
| ing the winter months. These herrings are salted in 
| barrels and then exported to various continental ports. 

Every summer herrings approach in shoals in order 
to spawn, although there are usually two spawning pe- 
| rlods, each roe containing about 35,000 eggs. The 
spawning periods on our coasts are in June and July 
_ at Wick, the time reaching to August and September 
,at Yarmouth, September and Octobe off Kent, and 
_ January on the south coast. So far none of the summer 
spawning beds have been exactly located, though they 
must be of enormous extent. 

A remarkable sight is that on the east coast during 
the throng of the herring fishing. The boats gradually 
work their way down the coast, bringing with them 
hosts of Scottish fisher lasses who are employed on 
shore in treating the fish. 

Our coasts absolutely teem with fish, and it is no ex- 
_aggeration to say that the whole of the North Sea is a 
| vast gold mine so far as regards fish. The North Sea 
| is very shallow, having an average depth of only ninety 
| feet, at the bottom of which the sand is covered with 
| countless numbers of flatfish. It is on the banks that 

the cod and haddock are so numerous, while there are 
| herring shoals around for miles. 
| The famous Dogger Bank is the richest portion of the 
| North Sea. This bank may be said to be a part of the 
| British Isles which has been submerged about forty feet 
below the sea level—a part which is as large as one- 
third of the United Kingdom, and stretches between 
England and Denmark. 

Strangely enough it is in comparatively recent time 
'that the Dogger has been known to be such a splendid 
| fishing ground; in former days our fleets fished off Ice- 
land. Nowhere else in the world ts fish of such excel- 
lent quality found as on the Dogger. In the summer 
the fishing is carried on in the shallower portions, but 
when winter comes the fish swarm to the deeper parts, 
there being “valleys” of eighty feet deep in the Dogger. 

On this bank it is the case that there are permanent 
villages where hospitals, stores, churches, postoffices, 
and other institutions are domiciled. One of the favor- 
ite haunts of fish during the winter is the “Silver Bed” 
on the south. The various portions of the Dogger are 
known to the fishermen by different names. Thus there 
is “California,” just off Flamborough end. 
| Although the Dogger is now fished on such a vast 
| seale, there appears to be no diminution in the supply. 
‘In fact, it is belleved that the trawling has Increased 
_ the number of fish owing to food having been stirred 

up from the bottom. 

Great fleets of trawlers are usually engaged on the 

| banks of the Danish, German, and Dutch coasts in the 

summer time, and on the Dogger Bank in winter. The 

harvesting of the sea is not such a simple matter as 

/ might be expected, though quite recently conditions 

have been altered by the employment of steam trawl- 
ers. 

The usual custom during the winter is for the trawl- 
ers to carry their own fish, preserving them in refriger- 
ators, or by means of ice. During the summer time, 
however, the boats fish in fleets, and special steam ves- 
sels are employed to carry the fish from the trawlers 
to the London and other markets. It is a strange fact 
that often fish can be bought cheaper in London than 
in the towns close to the fisheries. 7 

The trawlers fish by means of a huge triangular net 
| which is towed along the sea bottom. The traw! head 

glides over the ground, and so disturb the ground fish, 
| which are swept into the narrow, or “cod” end of the 
| net. Aceording to law, no trawler is allowed to shoot 


a trawl when within a radius of three miles of any boat 


which has drift nets in the water. 

Trawling, however, can only be carried on on those 
parts of the coast where the ground is tolerably level— 
that is to say, it cannot be carried on on coasta which

cumstances the trawls soon wear away, while it is fre- 
quently the case that the net catches upon some ob- 
struction which either causes total loss or inflicts great 
damage. 

The trawlers themselves are costly vessels, owing to 
the delicate, but powerful machinery which has to be 
carried; it is certain that the depreciation upon vessels 
and gear amounts to about 15 per cent. per annum. 
The trawls bring in all kinds of white fish, such as cod, 
haddock, whiting, ling, and a number of other fish, in 
addition to all kinds of flat fish. 


“Drift nets” are largely employed to catch herring on 
the east coast of Great Britain; mackerel on the south 
coast of England and Ireland, and pilchard on the 
southwest coast of England. In catching herring they 
consist of long nets provided with meshes about an inch 
and a quarter square, and these nets are fastened to- 
gether in large numbers, being buoyed so as to float up- 
right in the sea. 

This “fleet” of nets is fastened at one end of: the 
boat, which drifts with the tide. The result is that vast 
shoals of fish swimming in the upper waters either 
strike, or are carried by the tide, against the nets, their 
heads passing forward. Then each fish becomes a pris- 
oner, as its body is too large to pass through the net, 
and at the same time its gill covers prevent the head 
being withdrawn. 

The science of drift-net fishing demands a knowledge 
of where the shoals are likely to occur, the nets being 
suspended at the requisite height. The nets by which 
mackerel are caught have a larger mesh, and there are 
also difficulties in the way in which the fishing is car- 
ried on, due to the fact that mackerel usually swim only 
a slight distance below the surface of the water. 


A single continuous net is frequently employed for 
catching pilchards. In fishing by this method the long 
net is shot in a semi-circle, and the two ends are then 
hauled on shore in such a way as to inclose the fish, 
while the inclosed fish are withdrawn by means of other 
nets. In some cases nets are moored across the tide. 


Many larger fish are caught by means of lines of ex- 
ceptional length fitted with large hooks, the work be- 
ing done by big boats which go comparatively far out to 
sea. As generally carried on on the east coast of Scot- 
land each man of a crew possesses a certain number of 
lines, the hooks of which are baited; a heawy stone is 
attached to the end of the line, which is then thrown 
overboard, another line being fixed to the stone and 
fastened at its upper end to the buoy. 


Before the whole of the baited line is thrown out, an- 
other line is attached to it, and so line after line is paid 
out, forming one long line which will stretch for about 
a couple of miles along the bottom of the sea. When 
the last line is shot it is attached to a similar buoy to 
the first one; really the buoy consists of a flagstaff 
which remains vertical, and so marks the positions of 
the two ends of the long conglomerate line. 


At the end of about an hour’s time the second flag- 
staff is picked up, and the line is hauled in an oppo- 
site direction to that in which it was shot. In this way 
vast numbers of haddock are caught. In some cases 
the hold contains a tank of sea water in which the 
caught fish are kept alive. 

“Long line” fishing has the advantage over trawling 
that it can be carried on over uneven, rocky ground. 
Generally speaking, the conger Is rarely taken by the 
trawler, while the sole is rarely caught by the hook. 
Some of the lines in use on the east eoast of England 
are shot in the way mentioned until the length of the 
whole will be about eight miles, and will carry 4000 and 
hooks.

INSECTIVOROUS PLANTS. 


Few But INTERESTING SPECIES NATIVE 
To Tu1s COUNTRY. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


UR native 
0) most interesting in the vegetable kingdom, though 
of little ornamental value, and they are therefore 
grown only as curiosities. We have one native to this 
State (Darlingtonia) that is among the best, and it was 
fully described and pictured on this page but a few 
weeks ago. The “Jack-in-the-pulpit” (Arisaema triphy!- 
‘ lum) is familiar to all who have lived in the eastern 
half of our country, for it is common in all those States 
and at some points farther west, though it does not 
reach the Rocky Mountains. In the family there are 
about sixty species, but Jack is one of the best and most 
interesting, though he stands accused of grave crimes. 
It seems necessary that insects should enter the hooded 
spathe in order to fertilize the flowers on the spadix 
to insure perpetuation of the species. It is always pos- 


insectivorous plants are among the 


sible for insects to escape, but the majority do not seem | 


to know the way. and so fall, exhausted, to the bottom 
of the pulpit and perish. 

The Aristolochias are also in the criminal class and 
they are widely distributed in many species, both in 
North and in South America. We have one, native to 


this State from Monterey northward. Two species are | 


quite conspicuous in our eastern States and are known, 
respectively, as Virginia snake root and Dutchman's 
Pipe. Though insects often perish in the flowers of 
these plants, they have a better chance for life than 
when entering Jack’s pulpit. The Sun Dews (Drosera) 
' are really terrifying plants in that they seem to be ac- 
tually carnivorous. Luckily they are very small and 
catch none but the smaller insects. Only one species 
is common to all the country from the Dakotas eastward 


walls, with spaces for many rock-loving plants, and had 
made the wall die away so cleverly into the rock gar- | 
den, that the whole thing looked like a garden founded | 
on some ancient ruined structure. And it was all done | 
with so much taste that there was nothing jarring or 
strained-looking, but all easy and pleasant and pretty.” 

Pine “‘needles” are considered true leaves, performing 
the same essential functions as leaves of broader form. 
They will be observed to be grouped in different quan- 
tities according to the kind, from one to five in each 
sheath. These groups are supposed to be whorls sur- 
rounding suppressed stems. 


Misuse of Vines. 


Many of our home owners have the “vine habit” tn Its 
most chronic form; everything possible is weighted 
down with an excess of overgrown and often inappropri- 
ate climbers. When they are used to cover bare, un- 
sightly walls and ugly buildings a justification exists 
for allowing to grow rampant and riotous, but where 
used for ornament alune they must be kept in check. 
Their delicate tracery upon buildings is decidedly one of 
greatest beauty but they should never be allowed to 
grow sufficient to obscure good architecture. 


There are buildings so inexpressibly ugly that any- 
thing that would cover would be pardonable, but such | 
examples are rare, and generally he who has such | 
poor taste in building almost always lacks sufficient 
love for plant life to use vines at all. The greatest 
abuse of vines really comes from those who have more 
or less love for them, coupled with a faulty judgment 
regarding the standard of beauty as exemplified in plant 
life. Nearly al) vines get bare and ugly below with 
years of growth, and nearly all need to be replaced every 
few years. This may generally be accomplished by 
planting young vines one year before it is expected to 


and from Maine southward. Our other native species 
are not so plentiful, as Drosera rotundifolia and others 
are also found as far away as Australia and New Zea- 
land. Not only does the sun dew catch the insects, but 
it possesses a gastric juice which soon allows the plant 
to assimilate the luckless victims. This is also true of 
the Sarracenias or pitcher plants and our own native 
Darlingtonia. The Wake Robins (Trillium,) Dog Banes 
(Apocynum,) Catch Fly (Silene) and many others cap- 
ture insects and hold them until starvation ends their 
lives, but only the sun dews and pitcher plants actually 
devour insects and appear to partially depend upon them 
for sustenance. These are among the very few in- 
stances in all nature where the higher life is sacrificed 
to a lower order. 


Growing Sweet Peas. | 
Sweet peas may be planted right now, and will flower 


just at the time they will be most appreciated. It really 
_ takes but little care to raise sweet peas successfully, but 


—_ 
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they must have three things—good depth of soil, cool 
roots, and plenty of water. Sweet peas can be safely 
planted in March. Dig a trench eighteen inches deep 
and fill in a six-inch layers of well-rotted manure, 
tramped down hard. On top of this put a six-inch layer 
of earth, putting back, a little at a time, the earth 
that was taken out in making the trench, and 
stamping it down as it is shoveled back. The firmer this 
part of the trench is, the better. It will give the roots 
a firm bed to live in and make them stronger for the 
trouble they will have growing dewn into it. 

Plant the seeds three inches apart, and put three 
inches of soil on them. Water well and cultivate to keep 
the moisture in the ground. When the growing vine 
appears above the surface, rake down the rest of the 
soil gradually, always keeping the top of the growing , 
vine in sight. When the vine has grown so high that 
the raked-in earth has reached the level of the earth 
about it, see that level culture Is given. If it is hilled, 
the row will shed water and the vine suffer from the 
heat. Water the vine twice a week; soak it well and | 
keep on cultivating. Keep the flowers picked closely if | 
you wish a long season of bloom. : 


Hybriding for Color. 


The question has been asked: “Does the operator know 
what results he will obtain’” He does not know. The 
ways of nature are so obscure that it is impossible to | 
imagine the bloom of his seedlings. We can adopt a 
few simple rules that appear rational and must then 
await results.

These crossings produced the 
Black Orpington; a very handsome bird, not as black 
as its name, but of a beantiful beetle-green sheen. The 
male, a proud, portly fellow, with a lordly arch to his 
neck and tail; low, broad, deep breast; short, black and 
clean legs; large. clear eyes; comb and wattles blood- 
red; makes a striking appearance while the sun reflects 
his beautiful plumage; the female, quite as beautiful, 
smaller of form but blockier with the same green sheen.

In the laying egg 
contest in Australia, one pen of Blacks is reported 
as averaging 250 eggs per hen per year, winning first; 

This 
is a matter of record and can be verified. There were 
several pens of each kind in competition. Pullets lay 
at five months with good care. They do not sit much 
and are very easily broken up. I turn them into a big 
lot without any nest for two or three days, then they 
begin to sing, and that means eggs. They make good 
mothers. For broilers they cannot be beaten; maturing 
very rapidly. They are desirable for city people, as they 
stand confinement well, being tame and quiet, not rest- 
less, and a five-foot fence will hold them. Neither dust, 
dirt nor smoke seem to have any effect on their plum- 
age, which is valuable for making ladies’ boas and trim- 
ming hats. In the East, it finds a ready market at $3.20 
a pound. They are easy to breed, coming true to color. 
Wherever exhibited they always excite admiration. 
Their beauty and laying qualities make them one of the 
best fowls of today.” 

The Orpingtons are, comparatively speaking, a new 
breed, having occupied attention in America now for 
something like ten or twelve years. All told, there are 
four varieties, the Blacks, the Buffs, the Whites and 
the Jubilees. Of these four, probably the Blacks breed 
closer to type and color of plumage than any of the re- 
maining three.

Mr. T. H. B. Chamblin was not an expert in seliing 
oranges, but he oricinated a scheme for marketing fruit, 
the most successful ever promulgated. It was a layman 
who suggested a pathological laboratory, to be estab- 
lished by the State and conducted by experts. A fruit 
grower at Pomona suggested the danger of white fly in- 
fection years before that infection occurred and his fore- 
thought caused a State quarantine, and through several 
live county horticultural commissions saved the south 
from the great peril. It was not a fumigator who first 
brought to notice the necessity of investigating the use 
of cyanide which is producing such great results, Verily 
experience is worth something in céoperation with sci- 
entific research. J. H. Reed knew there was something 
wrong with our methods of handling oranges, and largely 
throuch his efforts an itinerary was mapped out for 
Powell, vet no strings were put upon the lafter in his 
work, and none will be put upon George Compere.

Advance Information. 


HETHER from a change of policy, or through the 
Wy cansnaeien by the people of the work of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, it 1s easy now to get informa- 
tion upon the progress of an investigation. Formerly 
the policy was to keep everything secret till the inves- 
tigation of a subject was finished, and then a bulletin 
would issue with a flourish that made the people’s head 
swim. Look at the results of the new method. Powell 
saved the orange growers immense sums of money by 
talking out at meetings as his work went along; Smith 
ahd Ramsey at Whittier take the people into their con- 
fidence while investigating walnut blight, tomato blight 
and citrus gum disease; Woglum and Maskew have been 
of great assistance by giving out advance facts discov- 
ered in their investigation of cyanide; Mackie is talking 
soil surveys, Stubenrauch grape shipping, Moulton 
thrips, Swingle fig caprification, Mason dates and so 
on through the list. And the grower is the better for 
the discontinuance of the old shut-mouth policy.

British Fruit Acreage. 


ROM a London paper sent me by Mr. Frank Wheeler 

of Claremont I find that the latest number of acres 
of all kinds of fruits in England, Scotland and Wales 
is 308,859, apples forming about half the acreage. This 
shows an increase of 64 per cent. in the last thirty years. 
With her millions of people Great Britain has but three 
times the area devoted to all fruits that Southern Cali- 
fornia has devoted to the orange alone. The continued 
procress in fruit acreage in that country is the more re- 
markable in consideration of the great decrease in 
wheat, barley and rye, while the potato area is the 
smallest recorded in fifteen years. What effect the 
doubling of Great Britain's fruit orchards is having 
upon fruit imports is not stated by the journal, but it 
must be considerable.

Increased Orange Acreage. 


HE immense increase of orange acres in Tulare 

county, the planting of 300 acres this spring in Im- 
perial county and the gradual filling in of the unplanted 
acreage of many old sections will no doubt be food 
for the overproduction alarmist. It is now nearly three 
decades since the beginning of the navel orange boom, 
and fF have lived through nearly all of it with the same 
alarming predictions heard occasionally or otherwise. 
But notice the same old 30,000-car estimate for 1909. 
Strange, is it not, that for several years the output never 
is but always to be 30,000 cars. Not strange, is it, if 
one could go down with the orange roots and see as 
clearly as they feel that something is wrong with their 
mode of iiving; nor mysterious even from a surface view 
if he could understand the results of climatic vagaries, 
nor problematical if he knew what follows the mistreat- 
ment of the sofl by overfeeding it or starving it, or what 
not: nor again strange if age ordinarily of no conse- 
quence had under California conditions become a great 
handicap where the old trees have had to meet environ- 
ment not to their taste? 


The fact faces us, no matter how it may be accounted 
for, that the State is not increasing its annual output of 
citrus fruits. The fact brings with it market advan- 
tages, providing a normal crop in every orchard would 
giut the market. But who knows that that would be the 
case of ordinarily prosperous years? At any rate, mul- 
titudes of growers are losing the chance of profits, be- 
cause of the semi-barrenness of their trees. And the 
usual percentage of the new-planted groves will soon 
lapse into the comatose condition of so many of the old 
groves. I have been told that but for the codling moth 
commercial apple growing would cease. If every orange 
tree bore its capacity, would the markets glut? The in- 
dividual grower, however, would take his chances. 


The Rust Mite. 


F any one thinks only the large bodies of the universe 

are of prime importance he should read a letter I have 
from a Mexican orange grower describing the ravages 
of the rust mite (Phytoptus) in his orchard. This crea- 
ture is microscopic in size, but colossal in damage. The 
grower gave us the risk of infection in sending a sample 
orange by mail, even if it were securely packed. But T. 
have discouraged a future danger from this source. We 
have had this mite in Southern California in myriads for 
a great many years, but fortunately it has been confined 
entirely to one county, as far as tree infection is con- 
cerned. I found lemons in Sacramento lately covered 
with the silver mite. It is a continued menace to every 
citrus grove when fruit can be shipped to any part of 
the State from this infected county. And yet there is no 
general alarm, or disposition to strenathen the efficiency 
of our county horticultural commissions. 


Noxious Weeds. 


NIIL four years ago the horticultural laws of the 

State took no notice of noxious weeds. Then a clause 
was added giving the county horticultural commissions 
power to declare certain weeds a nuisance, and to treat 
them as they had treated other nuisances, such as scale 
pests before the law was amended. But the weed clause 
has been ineffectually administered, in most cases, be- 
cause the horticultural commissioners had not the means 


of securing the extermination of the weeds. I can name . 


a score of counties in which the Supervisors maintain 
niggardly policies toward their horticultural commis- 
sioners. 
sioners, men who would do much toward the exclusion 
or control of insects and weeds were not every expen- 
diture scrutinized and opposed by the Supervisors. Two 
examples will show how the State will suffer from the 
lack of a broad policy toward the execution of the horti- 
cultural laws.

Growing Winter Onions. 


ALIFORNIA gardeners will be interested in what the 
| Arizona Experiment Station says about winter-grown 
onions as a profitable crop. For winter growing a very 
sandy loam, if rich enough, is preferable, on account of 
the greater ease of cultivation during the rainy season 
or after irrigation, and the freedom with which rain- 
water can escape from the surface, where the onion 
does its main business. Such soils are also warmer than 
| the clays, and betier conducive to winter growth. In 
regard to onion culture, the station gives the following 
suggestions: 

Onions may be grown from sets, from seed sown in 
the field, or by transplanting young onions from seed 
beds to the field. Although onions grown from sets 
may be matured about two weeks sooner than from seed, 
there is a large percentage of multipliers among bulbs 
so grown. Also many blossom stalks are sent up, re- 
quiring much labor to remove and seriously damaging 
the selling and keeping qualities of the crop. To the 
plan of sowing seed in the field there are several objec- 
tions. Being somewhat difficult to germinate, the seed . 
must be carefully sown in perfectly-prepared soi!. This 


| entails much more expense in a large field than for seed 
beds only. Again, between planting time in September 


and the first frosts, several weeks of weedy weather iIn- 

tervene, necessitating several expensive cultivations. 

Also, the labor of thinning and replanting missed spaces 

more. 

The best and cheapest method is to sow the seeds in 
beds and transplant later to the field. As soon as hot 
weather abates (usually in Steptember, but often later 
in Califorma) the seed is thickly sown in drills five 
inches apart in beds of well-fertilized soil. The water 
furrows must be placed at intervals suitable for sub-* 
irrigation. Two pounds of seed thus planted will pro- | 
vide enough young onions for an acre. If the soil is 
moist when the seed is planted, the seedlings should be- 
gin to appear in about nine days. An irrigation will | 
then bring the whole stand up quickly, and, with proper 
irrigation and cultivation thereafter, the young onions 
will be as large as slate pencils in nine or ten weeks 
and ready to transplant, usually in December. 

The ridges having been prepared just in advance of 
planting, the young onions are lifted, as needed, the 
roots trimmed to an inch in length and the tops cut 
back about half. The rows are best laid out along the 
ridges by means of Crane’s marker. This is a round 
cottonwood log two feet long and ten to twelve inches 
in diameter, with three rows nine inches apart of pegs 
extending around the roller. The pegs should be about 
one and a half inches long and spaced at four to six 
inches, according to distance desired between onions. 
By means of a light frame tacked to the ends of the 
roller the marker is drawn along the ridge, leaving three | 
perfectly uniform rows of holes. The trimmed plants | 
are then dropped, one at each hole, set about one and a. 
half inches deep and the soil firmly pressed about them | 
by hand. It is then well to irrigate them lightly | 
to imsure an even start of the plants. By this 
plan about 120,000 onions an acre may be placed, plant- 
ing five inches apart in the row, with three rows to each 


ridge. 


Tree Aliases. 


OME kinds of trees have as many aliases as the crim- 

inal with the longest police-court record. For many 
reasons this is most unfortunate. To scientists, the con- 
fusion which results when people mean different things 
by. the same word or use different words for the same 
thing, is intolerable, and therefore they use a carefully 
devised and carefully guarded system of nomenclature. 

The everyday man is apt to be impatient with what 
seems the pedantic fondness of the botanist for jaw- 
breaking Latin names, which mean nothing to the un- 
initiated, when common usage supplies a familiar name. 
But the trouble is that on the familiar name there is sel- 
dom any agreement. Hence many misunderstandings, 


may be given to the name most widely and commonly 
used. But unfortunately it is too much to expect that 
absolute uniformity can ever be brought about. 

The trouble is almost always over what the botanist 
calls the specific name. It is easy enowgh to tell an 
oak from a maple, and there ought not to be much un- 
certainty—though there often is—as to whether a tree 
is a pine or a spruce. But oak, maple, pine and spruce 
are generic names, and each genus includes a number of 
species. Here begins a confusion which often ap- 
proaches chaos. 


Not only do different localities apply different names 
to the same species and the same name to different spe- 
cies; In the same locality several different names may be 
used for a single species, very likely, with false dis- 
tinctions where no botanical basis for a distinction ex- 
ists. For instance, a certain oak, often called both 
black and yellow oak, used to be split into 
hand-made lath in early days, and hence got also the 
name of “lath oak;” but since to make good lath a 
straight-grained tree was needed, some woodsmen think 
that a black oak, such as the lathmaker would have se- 
lected by its looks, is a different kind of tree from other 
black oaks. Black oak is also used as a sub-generic 
term for all the many kinds of oak which, unlike the 
white oaks, have leaves with bristle-tipped lobes, and 
take two years to mature their acorns. 


What is called black locust in Pennsylvania is yel- 
low locust in Massachusetts, white locust in New York, 
red locust in one part of Tennessee and green in an- 
other. In Maine it is simply locust, in Louisiana acacia, 
in Minnesota honey locust, and in Maryland post locust. 
These many names overlap and are not strictly sepa- 
rated by State lines. On the other hand, the true honey 
locust (which belongs to an altogether distinct genus 
from the black locust,) is known also as black locust, 
sweet locust, thorn locust, locust, three-thorned acacia, 
thorn-tree, honey shucks, piquant, amourette, Confeder- 
ate pintree, and a few other names. 

White pine is a tree of so distinguished appearance 
that it is entitled to one name among lumbermen as 
well as among botanists. But it does not have it. In 
both Massachusétts and South Carolina it is sometimes 
known as Weymouth pine, which is its universal name 
in Europe. Pennsylvanians occasionally speak of- it as 
soft pine, Tennesseeans as spruce, and in other parts of 
the South it is. called Northern pine. 


The loblolly pine is a southern tree, and the people 
of the South have been liberal with names, sometimes 
applying several in a restricted locality. In North Caro- 
lina it is loblolly, oldfield, torch, rosemary, slash, short- 
leaf, sap, Indian, yellow, swamp and longstraw, each 
being followed by the word “pine.” In Maryland it is 
longshucks, in Delaware longschat, in Virginia corn- 
stalk, foxtail, spruce, swamp. and others. It is called 
meadow pine in Florida.—{Orchard and Farm.

PRACTICAL HYGIENE. 
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The “Nature Cure.” 


HE “nature cure” is making slow but sure progress 
r in this country, but has not yet begun to reach the 

position which it holds in Germany, where the sys- 
tem of treating sick people by natural methods has the 
indorsement of eminent members‘*of the “regular” medi- 
cal fraternity, who are in this respect much broader- 
minded than their American brothers. 

Practitioners of the nature cure recognize the fact 
that, as Hippocrates said over 2000 years ago: “Nature 
cures; not the physician.” They utilize useful aids to 
nature such as fresh air, water, internally and exter- 
nally, exercise, active and passive, massage, osteopathy, 
hydropathy, light and air baths, etc. A large proportion 
of the cures effected through this system are of those 
that have been declared hopeless by the regular drug- 
dispensing physicjans, for a man will rarely give up the 
hope of some easy “remedy” and exercise the self-will 
and patience needed for a rational cure, until he is in 
desperate straits. 

In Germany, tyrannical legislation introduced by the 
medical fraternity became so obnoxious to the people 
that there was a great revulsion of public sentiment, and 
now they may have perhaps gone a little -too far to the 
other extreme. There is, by the way, a lesson in this 
for the American Medical Association. Commenting 
upon this subject under the heading “Quackery in Ger- 
many,” the British Medical Journal recently said: 

“It is well known that the influence which led to the 
alteration of the law was the success of hydropaths, like 
Priessnitz, who was a simple peasant, and of other 
founders of so-called ‘Natural’ systems of curing dis- 
eases, who were equally destitute of any claim to regular 
medical or scientific training. They secured so large an 
amount of popular support, and it is fair to say their 
methods were on the whole productive of so much bene- 
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fit to the sick, that the attempt to enforce the law was) 


abandoned, and although in Austria, the home of hydro- 
pathy, its letter remains the same, in North Germany 
repeal was the only logical result of the popular deter- 
mination to encourage the development of therapeutic 
means which had arisen independently of the regular 
practitioners of medicine.” . 

Note the significant admission that the methods of 
these “quacks” were productive of much benefit to the 
sick. 

The late R. T. Trall, M.D., may be said to have been 
the pioneer of the nature-cure treatment in America. Of 
him and his work, Susanna W. Dodds, M.D., writes as 
follows in Health Culture: 

“Early in the last half of the nineteenth century Dr. 
Trall applied for and obtained from the State Legisla- 


ture of New York a charter for what was termed The | 


New York Hygeiotherapeutic College, in which he 
taught to men and women the new science of healing. 
Large classes received instructions from Trall himself; 
and in the catalogues which were issued from time to 
time the principles of hygeiotherapy were plainly stated. 
They are essentially as follows: 

“All healing power is inherent in the living organism. 


“Disease is not, as is commonly supposed, an enemy | 


at war with the vital powers, but a remedial effort—a 
process of purification and reparation. It is not a ‘thing’ 
to be destroyed, subdued or suppressed, but an action to 
be regulated and directed. 

“Nature has not provided remedies for disease; she 
imposes penalties. There is no ‘law of cure’ in the uni- 
verse: and the only condition of cure is obedience to 
physiological law. 

“Remedial agents do not ‘act’ on the living system, 
as is taught in medical books; they are acted upon by 
the vital powers. 

“There is no curative virtue in medicines, nor in any- 
thing outside of the living organism. 

“True remedial agents are material and influences 
which have normal relations to the vital organism— 
not drugs or poisons, whose relations are abnormal and 
anti-vital. 

“Nature’s materia medica is pure air, light, tempera- 
ture, electricity, magnetism, exercise, rest, food, drink, 
bathing, sleep, clothing, mental or emotional influences, 
and mechanica!) or surgical appliances. 

“The true healing art consists in supplying the liv- 
ing system with things which it can use; not In the ad- 
ministration of poisons, which it must resist and expel. 

“Hygelotherapy restores the sick to health by those 
means which will preserve it in well persons. Drug 
medicines are themselves causes of disease. If they 
cure one disease, it is only by producing another. Every 
dose administered diminishes the vitality of the patient.” 

Diseases are caused by obstructions, the obstructing 
materials bejng poisons or impurities of some kind. 
Drug medicines add to the causes of obstructions and 
change acute into chronic diseases. 

“The hygienic treatments remove these obstructions, 
and leave the body sound. They embrace al! the reme- 
dia! appliances in existence which are health-producing, 
and no other.” ... 

“But Trall was not simply a theorist: he was emi- 
nently practical in the application of his principles. He 
taught his students that in the employment of the hye!- 
enle agents there was room for the exercise of great dis- 
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cretion and judgment; that the nature of the treatment 
employed in a given case would depend not only upon 
the condition of the patient, but the amount of vitality 
there was to work with. In his practice there was no 
such thing as the indiscriminate use of cold baths, cold 
wet-sheet packs, or any other heroic treatment. The 
methods he employed, both in acute and chronic dis- 
eases, were such as would be followed by a good reaction. 
It is a fundamental! principle in the hygienic practice to 
modify the treatment to suit the condition of the pa- 
tient; if he has feeble vitality, no heroic measures must 
be employed. Trall never made a mistake on this 
point.” 

Dr. Trall’s celebrated address, delivered in the Smith- 
sonian Institute at Washington, will ever remain a 
grand epic of the healing art, and an irrefutable indict- 
ment of the follies and failures of modern medicine. 
Those who have not yet done so, should by all means 
read this remarkable address. It is published in pam- 
phiet form under the title “The True Healing Art,” by 
Fowler & Wells Co., 24 East Twenty-second street, New 
York; price 25 cents.

Benedict Lust, who has a spacious tract of land at 
Butler, N. J., which he calls “Jungborn,” where the air 
and light and sun cures are practiced, by patients who 
go nude during a part of the day, in inclosures set 
apart for the purpose, writes to the editor of the Care 
of the Body that Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese Minister, 
| who takes much interest in hygienic questions, and is a 
| confirmed vegetarian, spent several days at Jungborn, 
| and has ordered a special cottage, with a private park, 

to be fitted up for next season. 

Since then Mr. Wu has spent a week at the big Battle 
Creek sanatorium, as a guest of Dr. J. H. Kellogg. It 
was sald to be an interesting sight to see him in his rich 
oriental robes, going through the dumb-bell drill and 
march. One evening he gave an address to the guests 
in the main parlor. He told them he hopes to reach 200 
years. He said of all the things he had given up— 
meats, rich foods, coffee, wine and tea—the last-named 
was the most difficult to renounce, as is natural in the 
case of a Chinaman. 

_Referring to mental attitude, Mr. Wu said: 

“You must remember that the mind plays an impor- 
tant part in maintaining our health and life. Take my 
humble advice and get rid of this notion of old age; 

eliminate it from your vocabularies. Cease to worry 
and to fear; think of youth and health. Do not allow 
any one to say to you: ‘How old are you” I am quite 
' willing to tell people how many years I have passed; for 
that is only experience—that is not age. You must all 
| help me to convert the world into asking the question 
_ differently. Say, ‘How many years young are you? 
Think young things, keep cheerful, control your tempers, 
do not allow malice or envy to enter into your mind, 
for they poison the body. Accept the principle of uni- 
versal love—for that is a high mora] doctrine. Confu- 
| clus, our Chinese philosopher, was once asked by one of 
his disciples: ‘Master, if a man do a kindness to me, 
| what should I requite him with? The master answered: 
| ‘With kindness.’ Then the disciple inquired: “But if he 
| has done me an injury?” The master replied: ‘Do him 
justice.’ Now I do not think the master went far 
| enough. I like the Buddhist and Christian doctrine of 
universal love much better. Follow it, if not for vir- 
tue’s sake, for selfish reasons; for it will reflect on your 
own life and health.” 

Remember that these remarks come from one of those 
“heathen” for the conversion of whom American Chris- 
tians subscribe millions of dollars every year. 

Apropos of Minister Wu, he recently sent the follow- 
ing explanation of his system of living to an inquirer. 
It will be noted how closely this educated Chinaman has 
adopted the latest and most approved teachings of che 
modern school of hygiene, which after all is said, is 
merely the adoption of a natural mode of life. 

“In answer to your letter requesting my plan of diet, I 
have to say as follows: (1) 1 have given up my break- 
fast, taking two meals a day, lunch and dinner. (2) I 
abstain from all flesh food: my diet is rice, or, when I 
go out to dinner, whole-wheat bread, fresh vegetables, 
nuts and fruit. (3) I avoid all coffee, cocoa, tea, liquors, 
condiments and all rich foods. (4) I have given up salt 
also, because it is found that salt makes one’s bones 
stiff. (5) I masticate every mouthful of food thoroughly 
before swallowing it. (6) I don’t drink at meals, but 
between meals or one hour after meals. (7) I practice 
deep breathing. (8) I take moderate exercise.” 

It is indeed remarkable to note how many eminent 
men are adopting a rational mode of life. In a recent 
issue of the New York Tribune there appeared a paper 
entitled “Some Noted Men Who Intend to Live Long.” 
There was some rather gossipy talk in regard to the 
ideas and methods that some noted men were following, 
as a means for the promotion of long life. It was 
summed up briefly that John D. Rockefeller is a 
“Kneipp-cure devotee,” Dr. H. W. Wiley “thinks amuse- 
ment heals,* Thomas A. Edison “deems medicine a fail- 
ure:” Otis Mason “eats only twice a day:” Wu Ting 
Fang, “convert to vegetarianism:” Horace Fletcher, 
“whose hobby is chewing thoroughly:” James H. Hyslop, 
“thinks fasting cures:” Mark Twain, “fasts for colds;” 
Prof. Elie Metchnikoff, “curdled-milk enthusiast;” 
Charles D. Walcott, “sleeps outdoors year round.”

“The ‘regulars’ have been gradually, grudgingly and 
reluctantly forced by the pressure of public opinion to 
recognize, first the homeopaths, later the eclectics, and 
later still, in many of the States, the osteopaths.

“Four years ago the Naturopaths asked the Legisla- 
ture to enact a bill legalizing the practice of naturo- 
pathy.

At that time two factions of the regular 
medical fraternity and two factions of the osteopaths 
had bills before the Legislature. The Legislature noti- 
fied the different factions that it could not pass so many 
bills, and that the physicians must draw up a bill to 
suit all schools. This was done, with exception of the 
naturopaths, who were not notified of this move. At the 
third reading of the bill, the naturopaths tried to intro- 
duce an amendment. Dr. J. Parkinson of Sacramento, 
who represented all the medical schools except naiu- 
ropathy, assured the naturopaths that they would be 
taken care of if they would not oppose the bill. This | 
was a deliberate piece of deceit—a striking example of 
medical ‘ethics’—for as soon as the bill became a law, all 
claims of the naturopaths were ignored, and a vigorous 
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prosecution began, naturopathic practitioners being ar- 
rested like common criminals, in consequence of which 
many of them have been compelled to give up practic- 
ing, after having spent the best part of their lives in 
this work.

“In conclusion, the naturopaths believe that an Amer- 
ican should have the same right to choose his school of 
medicine as he has to choose his church organization. 
What would be thougnt of a law compelling people to 
belong only to one of two or three particular religious 
sects? Yet this would not be so bad as the present law, 
which forbids people to choose their own medical advis- 
ers, for while religion deals with intangible things, the 
care of the body involves the life, health and happiness 
of ourselves and of those whom we hold dear. 

“We ask every lover of personal liberty and freedom 
to request their Assemblyman and Senator to vote and 
use their influence for the passage of the naturopathic 
bill.” 


What Is This but “Free Love?” 


HAT the divorce question is rapidly reaching the

For instance, in one number of The Times, a few days 
ago, were three stories, as follows: 


(1) A Los Angeles woman is determined to get a 
divorce from her husband, because she has discovered 
an act of infidelity on his part.

Cancer Cures. _ 


N connection with the recent arrest of a woman in 

Los Angeles for treating people for cancer by means 

of poultices, or pastes, the following statement was pub- 
lished in The Times: 

“As to the ‘cure,’ little can be said. It included the 
stereotyped ‘cancer paste,’ carbolic ointment and other 
remedies known by every practicing physician. The lat- 
ter do not use them, saying they only heal up the out- 
breaking cancer and drive the poison deeper into the 
system, causing ¢ancer of the internal organs, and death 
sooner than if the outbreaking cancer were allowed to 
run its course. 

“Another objection to the ‘cancer paste’ is the fearful 
pain it causes when applied. Its function is to draw the 
poison from the cancer. This drawing process causes 
frightful agony, and weakens the patient.” 

The physician above quoted was either exceedingly 
ignorant or else made a deliberate misstatement when 
he said that cancer is not removed by means of these 
applications of a poultice or paste. On the contrary. 
there are In this vicinity alone hundreds of persons who 
can testify to the fact that a cancer may be extracted by 
means of a poultice. Some of them have the cancers 
preserved in alcohol. The editor of the Care of the 
Body has personal knowledge of a cancerous growth 


which was removed by means of a poultice application. 


If the physicians are aware of this treatment, why 
then do they not use it, instead of the deadly knife? C. 
W. Saleeby, a prominent English physician, stated in 
his latest book, “The Conquest of Cancer,” that as an 
“indisputable and everywhere admitted fact” in 99.9 
per cent. of cases of cancer modern surgery proves un- 
availing. That is to say, In only one case out of a 
thousand is there hope from a surgical operation upon a 
cancer patient. Th's one may readily understand, when 
it is remembered how practically impossible it is to ex- 
tirpate by the knife all the minute little rootlets of the 
eancer, without sowing the seeds of fresh infection. 

The great surgeon, Sir Benjamin Brodie, after oper- 
ating on not far short of 600 cases of cancer of the 
breast, “came to the conclusion that life was rather 
shortened than prolonged by his efforts in this direction, 
and decided never to remove another breast for cancer 
without first laying before the patient his experience of 
its results.” 

In his lectures on surgical pathology, Sir James Paget 
said: “I will not say such a thing as cure is impos- 
sible, but it is so highly improbable that a hope of this 
occurring In any single instance cannot be reasonably 
entertained.” 

Another medical authority states that it has recently 
been shown that the disease recurs in at least one-fourth 
of those who are called “cured” at the end of three years. 
Dr. John Shaw, himself formerly a distinguished surgi- 
cal operator, declares there is much evidence to show 
that when cancer recurs after operation It is apt to grow 
more rapidly, and to show more malignancy than before. 
Dr. Shaw writes: “On the evidence already presented I 
submit that the conclusion 1s incontrovertable that oper- 
ation may induce malignancy in structures which before- 
hand were devoid of all such characteristics.” 

That these poultice operations for the removal of can- 
cer are exceedingly painful is quite true. Frequently 
it is necessary to administer an anesthetic. This fs not 
surprising. when one remembers the mass of matter that 
has to be drawn out of the flesh. 

These poultices may vary somewhat in composition, 
but thev probably all contain more or less of the same 
substance. Following is the composition of a poultice

that has heretofore been published several times in these | 
columns. It was originally obtained from an old army 
veteran, an inmate of the Soldier's Home near Los An- 
geles. Personally the editor of the Care of the Body has 
no knowledge in regard to its use: 

“Get a thin soft piece of leather larger than the can- 
cer. Cut a piece out of the center of the leather the size 
of the cancer. On the piece taken out of the leather 
spread a plaster compound of sulphate of zine thor- 
oughly pulverized blood root, (sanguinaria canadensis,) 
and wheat flour. The ingredients while in a dry state 
to be thoroughly mixed before adding enough water to 
make the plaster the consistency of a thick paste. 

“The large piece of leather is fastened over the can- 
cer in order to prevent any of the sound flesh from be- 
ing exposed to the plaster. Then bind the plaster to 
the cancer, leaving it on twenty-four hours. When the 
plaster is removed the cancer will look black like a piece 
of burned leather. Make a poultice of either flax seed or 
slippery-elm bark or bread and milk. Keep the soft 
poultice on for sixteen hours. After removimg the poul- 
tice take a pair of forceps and gently move the cancer 
about until it can be removed, taking out all the roots. 
Then treat with poultice until healed. 

“Note.—The pain is so intense as to require morphine 
for relief. An attendant should be constantly with the 
patient.”

‘if the officers are going and then come back to the 
ships. We are no more apt to get the cholera than they 
are.’” 

Sure! Cholera is no respecter of uniforms. When, 
however, you once open the door to the ridiculous con- 
tagion-infection superstition, there is no limit to the 
extremes of folly you may be forced into. 

Here is an excellent editorial, from the San Francisco 
Argonaut, published under the heading. “The Germ 
Folly.” It voices exactly sentiments on the subject that 
have frequently been expressed here: 

“The Argonaut does not often talk about medical 
matters, firstly because it does not know much about 
them, and secondly because it is so far more pleasant 
to talk of health than disease, whether physical, politi- 
cal, mental, or any other kind. But now comes a temp- 
tation to refer to the case of Dr. Fred T. Rustin, the 
former Yale baseball captain whose death is still a 
mystery to the Omaha authorities. The incident itself 
is not of public importance, but a lesson that may be 
drawn from some of the details has a distinct populaf 
value. It seems that Dr. Rustin had determined to 
commit suicide by a novel and fantastic road. He de- 
liberately inoculated himself with the germs of cancer, 
then with thoge of typhoid, and lastly with those of 
lockjaw. 

“He failed absolutely. The typhoid germs did indeed 
make him ill, but those of cancer and lockjaw were 
quite inoperative in a healthy body. His object, of 
course, was to leave no trace of suicidal intent. He may 
have eventually succeeded in some other and still more 
weird way, but the fact seems to remain that the germs 
of these frightful maiadies, deliberately and scientific- 
ally introduced, were comparatively harmless. 

“Now ts it not about time, pro bono publico, that we 
heard a little less of the germ theory of disease, or 
rather that the discoveries of science were made a little 
less available for popular misunderstanding? Reputa- 
ble physicians, of course, know the facts, and they are 
therefore perfectly aware that a disease germ is usually 
harmiess unless it finds a human soil favorable to Its 
reproduction; and that the real trouble is therefore not 
so much with the germ itself as with the hospitality that 
we give to it by errors of diet, of ventilation, and of a 
hundred other kinds. Reputable physicians, to their 
credit, say as much whenever they can get an audience, 
but they know well that the average man does not want 
to be told how to live a regulated life, but he does wish 
very much to be told how to avold the natural and 
proper results of an unregulated life. As a result the 
aforesaid ‘average man is gradually falling into the be- 
lief that the citadels of his health are besieged day and 
night by myriads of malefic germs like the sands of the 
seashore Jor multitude and that his only hope of salva- 
tion lies in destroying them; whereas he cannot effec- 
tively destroy them, while he can easily render them 
harmless by a systematic obedience to the laws of na- 
ture which would deprive them of their needed foot- 
hold. 

“Asa result we have a sort of germ mania, and hardly 
a day is allowed to pass without adding some new horror 


to the dangers that surround us. With automobiles on 
the one hand and a germ on the other, our attitude of 
apprehension is becoming chronic. Hardly have we reg- 
istered a resolution never again to lick a postage stamp, 
not even a cent stamp, because it contains enough mi- 
crobes to poison a regiment, than we are called upon to 
eschew paper money, and indeed all money, for the same 
reason. It ts of course a good thing to make a virtue of 
necessity. but we are hoping for better times. The 
‘tainted money’ superstition at least bas had its quietus 
from Prof. Hilditch of Yale University, who admits that 
the average bill contains about half a million bacteria, 
but adds the comfortable assurance that they are harm- 
less and that as a matter of fact the new bills have 
more bacteria than the old ones. But the mischief has 
done its work and cannot be overtaken.

A Good Medical Magazine. 


| JN the Medical World (Philadelphia) for October, the 

editor, C. F. Taylor, M.D., gives his readers a photo- 
graph of himself. He is a modest man and did not 
wish to do so, but he says that Mrs. Taylor insisted on 
thus celebrating the editor’s completion of twenty-five 
years in medical journalism. 

It is a good portrait, and the World is a good maga- 
zine. It is true that it is largely devoted to discussions 
by medica] correspondents of various methods of drug- 
ging, of which of course the editor of the Care of the 
Body does not approve, but at the same time it is an 
independent and outspoken publication. Such pbeing 
the case, it is not held in favor by the American Medica] 
Association—the medical trust. However, Dr. Taylor 
seems to be doing very well without the support of that 
august body. 

Last year Dr. Taylor spent his summer vacation in 
Southern California. The Care of the Body man re- 
grets that he did not have an opportunity to meet him. 
This year Dr. Taylor took a trip with his wife down the 
St. Lawrence through the Thousand Islands, a delight- 
ful trip that was made by the editor of the Care of the 
Body in 1873. Discussing the capture of Montreal by 
Gen. Wolfe's troops, and the great effect of this battle (in 
which less than 10,000 were engaged on both sides, In- 
dians included) losing to France a country larger than 
the United States, Dr. Taylor writes: 

“However, during the century and a half since Wolfe's 
victory (1759) the French have peopled this country by 
a natural increase that is considered remarkable by stat- 
isticilans, and they have held,their language and reli- 
gion intact. Compare this with the Spanish settlements 
in Southern California. The early Spanish missionary 
priests were as heroic and successful, but now the lan- 
guage is rarely heard there, and the churches are in 
ruins. Why? Is it a question of race virility’ Are 
the Spanish less virile than the French? And the 
French, though still prolific in French Canada, are they 
less virile than the British? What makes the British 
able to control, while the French let go and the Spanish 
melt away’? Is it brain? or brawn? or must we look 
elsewhere?” 


A Senseless Scare. 


UST as the public had begun to presume that the 

senseless babonic-plague-rat-flea scare of San Fran- 
cisco was dying a natura! death, out comes a loud shriek 
from the Atlantic Coast of the country, more than 3000 
miles away from the scene of bubonic conflict. 


In its issue of October 10, the leading editorial on the 
first page of Collier's Weekly was a double-leaded, and 
was headed “Danger!”

Infected rats were then scattered 
through the city, and human cases developed in other 
districts. The San Franciscans began a campaign, 
which haf continued, and is satisfactory. Isolated cases 
occurred also in other cities about the bay. The total 
number of cases has much increased, and whites are 
now attacked, whereas before the fire it was almost en- 
tirely Chinese and Japanese. A very large percentage 
die. One most serious aspect of this situation, more- 
over, has developed in the last two years. Plague has 
been discovered tn the ground squirrels about the bay. 
Now every effort is being made in the infected district 
to conceal the facts. This is folly, filled with peril. 
Mistaken business calculations lead Oakland, which 
should be one of the most active cities to combat plague, 
to refuse appropriations for that purpose. The danger 
is one which can be controlled if 1 is recognized. The 
serious menace is caused by the shortsighted notion that 
a business advantage is to be gained by goncealment. If 
the infected districts will not do their work properly, 
sooner or later the whole United States may pay, and 
pay a price too terrible to consider. Lies will not help. 
Only sound and thorough sanitary measures may save 
this land. California can check the danger now. If she 
fails, she may later be quarantined by her sister States.”

DESIGN FOR CORSET COVER (A and B) 


The corset cover would be most attractive worked 
entirely in eyelets. If preferred, a combination of 
solid and eyelet work may be used effectively by do- 
ing the sprays in the French laid work, lightly. pad- 
ded, and making eyelets of the circles of dots.
